on the basis of the entered search term: searching for and retrieving a 
predecessor or a plurality of predecessors and a successor or a plurality of 
successors to the entered search term and if available, the entered search term 
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itself from each of the at least two databases and storing in a search table a 
predecessor or a plurality of predecessors and a successor or a plurality of 
successors to the entered search term and, if available, the entered 
search term itself, and displaying the entered search term, if stored in the search 
table, or that term from the predecessor or a plurality of predecessors and 
successor or plurality of successors stored in the search table which comes 
closest to the entered search term. 

The closest prior art Siitonen et al (US 6,049,796) teaches searching a 
database utilizing a search criteria and displaying the results. 

Ben-Shachar et al (US 6,557,004) teaches a quick searching method for 
filtering a contact list. 

Siitonen et al and Ben-Shachar et al and prior art of record fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the recited feature of on the basis of the entered 
search term, searching for and retrieving a predecessor or a plurality of 
predecessors and a successor or a plurality of successors to the entered search 
term and, if available, the entered search term itself from each of the at least two 
databases, and storing in the a search table a predecessor or a plurality of 
predecessors and a successor or a plurality of successors to the entered search 
term, and if available , the entered search term itself of independent claims 19, 
28.
